her dominiqns The adjustment of this quess 
tion of boundary is important ’ 

‘Phere is another consideration whith iñ- 
duced the belief that the Mexican government 
might even desiro to place this province under 
the protection of the government of tho United 
States, Numerous bands of fierce and war- 
like savages wandor over it, and upon its bor- 
ders Mexico has been, and must continue to 
be, too feeble to restrain’ them from commit. 
ting depredations, robberies and murders, pot’ 
only upon the inhabitants of New Mexito 
itself, but upon those of the other northern 
States of Mexico, It would be a blessing po 
all these northerh States to have their citizons 
protected against them by thé power of the 
United States. At this moment, many Max, 
icans, principally females and childxen, are in 
RR among them It New Mexico ware 
held and governed by the United States, we 
could effectually relense these captives, and 
restore them to their families and friends, 

In proposing to acquire New Mexico and 
the Califoriias, it was known that but an in~ 
considerable portion of the Mexican people 
would be trarisferred with them, the country 
embraced within these provinces being chiefly 
au uninhabited region. ° > 

These were the leading considerations which 
induced me to, authorize the terms of peace 
‘which wero proposed to Mexico ‘They were 
rejected; and, negotiations being at an end, 
hostilities wato renewed. An assault was 
made by our gallant army upon tho strongly 
fornfied places near the gates of the city of 
Mexica, and upon the city itself; andsafter 
several days of severe conflict, the Mexican 
forces, vastly superior in number to our own, 
wore driven from the city, and it was accupied 
by our troops. i e, 

Immediately after tho information was re- 
ceived of the unfavorable result of the nega- 
tiations, believing that his continued reserice 
with the army could he productivé of no good, 
I detormined to recall our commissioner, A 
despatch to thia effect was transniiited to him 
on the siath of October last, The Mexican 
government will be informed of his recall; and 
that, in the existing stote of oora; L shall not 
deem it proper to, make any further overtures 
of peace, but shall be at all times rendy tò re 
ceive and consider any pioposels which may 
be made by Mouoo. f

such territorial governments be established. 
It will promote peace and tranquility among 
the inhabitants, by allaying all apprehensions 
that they may still entertain of being again 
subjected to the jurisdiction of Mexico, | m~ 
vite the early and+favorable consideration of 
Congress to this important subject, 

Besides New Mexico and the Californias, 
there are other Mexican. provinces which have 
been redaced to our possession by conquest,’ 
These other Mexican provinces are now go- 
yerned by our military and naval commanders, 
under the general authority which is conferred 
upon aconquerar, by the laws of war, They 
‘should contmue to be held as a means of goer- 
cing Mexico to accede to just terms of peace. 
Civil og well as military olficors: are required 
to conduct suph à government, Adequate 
compensation to be drawn from contributions 
levied on the enemy should be fixed by law 
for such officers as may be employed. What 
further provision may become necessary, and 
what final disposition it may be proper to 
make of them, must depend on the future pro- 
gress of the war and the tourse which México 
may think proper hereafter to pursue. , 

With the views I entertain, I cannot favor 
the pohcy which has been guggested, either 
to withdraw our army altogether, or ta retire 
to a designated line, and simply hold aid de~ 
fend it ‘To withdraw our army altogether 
from the conquests they have made by decds 
of ‘unparalleled biavery, and at the expense of 
so much blood and treasure, in a just war bh 
our part, and one which, by the: act of the 
enemy, we could nut honorably have avoided, 
would bo to degrade tho nation in its own 
estimation and in that of the world 

To retire to a line, and simply hold and des 
fend it, would not termiate the war. On the 
contrary, 1f,would encourage Mexico to poise 
vore; and tend tb protract it'indefinuely.

' So successful have been all branches of our 
rodustry, that a foreign war, which ponerally 
‘diminishes the resources of a nation, has in no 
essential degree retarded our onward progress, 
or checked our general prosperity, 
With such gratifying evidences of prospen- 
ty, and of the successtul operation of the 1e- 
venue act of 1846, every consideration of 
public policy recommends that it should re- 
main unchanged. It is hoped that the system 
of mpost duties which it established may be 
regarded as the permanent policy of the coun:

Perry, who was left in command of the re~ 
maining Americans, and about 700 Mexicans, 
within a few miles of San Antonio, beat Ges 
neral Elisondo, who had 1,500 royahsts under 
him, causing him a loss of 400 killed and 
wounded, 


Tn J813, an expedition was formed in tha 
United States under Toledo, which, through 
treachery, failed; being defeated near the 
Medina river, not far from San Antonio — 
Here fell the most of Burr’s party, the Nolans, 
Hunters, &c, and many Americans were tas 
ken as peer to the city of Mexico, 

At this epoch, Auré, a Frenchman, was 
nominated Governor of Texas by the Mexican 
agent, Herrera, who resided at New Orleans. 
Auré had a small flotilla and several hundred 
Dien unk? hig command at Galveston and 
Xavier Mina, who had left ungrateful Spain 
to join Victoria in Mexico, sought the assis- 
tance of Auré, but failed to secure his co opera- 
tion, Aufé subsequontly ‘transferred his ser- 
vices to the Columbian government. 

This brings us to 1817, when Jean Lafitte, 
commonly called the Pirate of the Gulf, with 
many of his old Batavian followers, took pos 
session of Galvésion, Jt may be mentioned 
that Lafitte, about [806 or 1807, had rather a 
piratical rendezvous at Barataria, not far from 
the mouth of the Mississipi, from which he 
was routed by the Americans in I8[4, and 
outlawed; but just before this took place, he 
had beeh solicited by the British to asgist them 
in their unsuccessful attack on “New Orleans, 
He, however, refused to do so, and moreover, 
fought against them, for which honest net he 
was pardoned by President Madison, : 

On June 22d, 1819, General Long, an Ame- 
rican, upon his own hook, declared Texas a 
free and independent republic; but failed to 
carry out the object of his wishes, end was 
“accidentally” shot in Mexico, After tho pars 
tial defeat of the revolutionary party, there 
remained in Texas a few hundred foreigners, 
of every nation, hindred tongye and people. 

Moses Austin, an enterprising American 
citizen, obtained from thé Vice Regal govern: 


ment of Mexico, in [82f, permission to settle, 


a colony in Texas, to consist of 300 families. 
The whole Spanish population of Texas at 
this time was only 3,000 souls, Moses Austin 
died in June of the sams year, but the next 
month his son, Stephen Fuller Austin, en- 
tered Texas with sixteen pioneers to prepare 
the way for his eolonists 
May 7th, 1824, Texas was politically incor- 
porated with Cashuila, “until it should possess 
the necessary elements to govern itself.” 
The whole of Austin’s colonists bad now 
arrived, and San Felipe; on tho Brazos, the 
capita} of the colony, was founded July 26th. 
+ In 1825, the Moxican government or rather 
official parties facilitated, several large grants 
of land in Texas to empresarios, or land con- 
tractors, who, unlike Austin, ‘looked upon 
their grants as a matter of speculation =, ~

General Congress of Mexico and declared him- 


On the [3th of Octobér, the 
citizens of Coahmla and Texas metin San 
Antonio de Bejar, when they resolved to form, 
a’ State Convention in order to save the coun- 
try from anarchy and confusion. C8 

Early in in 1835, Santa Anna dissolved the 
Legislature of Coahuila and Texas The Go 
vernor. Visca, Milam and seyeral members of 
that body, were imprisoned by Cos, one:of 
Santa Anna’s officers, who, moreover, on tho 
5th of July sent an intimidatory proelamation 
from ,Matamoras into Texas. ‘Tha time had 
now come. Texas immediately declared for 
“war, separation, and independence” A com- 
mittee of: safety was formed, which issued ate 
proclamation for decisive action, ‘and 700 men 
marched to attack the Mexicans at San Antos 
nio. On the 20th of September, 200 Mexican 
cavglry were repulsed by 19 wien. and on the 
28th, the first blow was struck at Gonzales 
by the colonists, Now, then, the Rubicon 
was passed, ‘The Mexican brig of war Corro 
was taken, the enemy again worsted; and 
October 3d, Santa, Anta -issued his mandato 
for the coercion of Texas,” On the 9th Gohad 
was stormed and talen—here Milam, who 
lad just escaped from a Mexican dungeon, 
distinguished himself in such a manner as to 
be called the “Bayard of Texas,” |The Mex- 
icans were likewise defedted at the battle of 
Conception (called the grass fight) us well ag

The Texas Convention, held at San Felipe 
de Austin, issued, November 3d, its "solemn 
declaration” of separation and independence 
Henry Smith wes elected’ Governor, Houston 
Major General—he succeeded Austin, who

The Mexicans were again beaten on the 
8th and 26th November, near San Anitonio ; 
and on the 5th December the storming of San 
Antonio coinmenced-under Milam, .with 300 
Texans. This “war born” chief, after per- 
forming prodigies of valor, fell on the 7th, 
after four days seige. Gen. Cos hauled down 
his black fag from the Alamo, and capitula- 
ted, having lost 300 in killed and wounded.

As early as 1528, Narvaez, one of the Lieu- 
tenants of Cortez, traversed the whole of Mex: 
ico, and crossing the Rio Gronde del Norte 
discovered the country now-known as ‘Texas 
The great Indian nanon, ‘the Natches, then 
roamed aver its hills and prairies 
Irt 1684, La Salle, commissioned “by Louis 
the XIV, to attack the Spamsh possessions in 
Menico, landed in Matagorda bay, and erected 
a small fort on the Guadalupe river, calling it 
Saint Lows, In 1687, Alonzo'de Leon was 
sent from Mexico by the Viceroy, to dislodge 
: colony, but on his arrival 
at fort Saint Louis, found that the French 
had retreated and gone to Natchitoches. It 
was in this expedition that the Asimaes, or 
Adaes [ndjans were fallen in with, and at 18 
said that they ‘called the Spaniards “T3ja8,” 
which meant friends, in their language, and 
it is probable that the Spamards called them 
Tejas or Texas Indians ,

army, and with 300, followers, the riflemen 
and hunteis of the far west, placed one Bers 
nardo, a follower of Hidalgo, at the head of 
an expedition against the Mexican royalists 
They attacked and took Nacodoches and Ga- 
had, San Antonio surrendered, when, by 
Bernardos order, seventeen Spanish officers 
were execdted. At this sanguinaty proceed- 
ing, many ‘Americans being disgusted, left 
Texas, and returned to their homes,- Colonel 
Perry, who was left ın command of the 1e- 
maimnog Americans, and about 700 Mestcans, 
within a few mies of San Antonio, beat Ges 
neral Elisondo, who had‘I;500 royalicts under 
him, causing him a loss of 400 lulled and

1834, Santa Anna dissolved the Constitutional 
General Congress of Mexico and declared him- 
self Dictator. Onthe [8th of October, the 
ciuzens of Coahuila and Texas met in San 
Antonio de Boyar, when they resolved to form 
a State Convention in order to save the cbun- 
try from anarchy and confusion 

Barly 1n an 1835, Santa Anna dissolved tho 
Legislature of Coahuila aad Texas The Go 
vernor, Visca, Milam ahd several members of 
that body, were imprisoned by Cos, one of 
Santa Anna’s officers, who, moreover, ou tho 
Bth uf July sent an intimidatory proclamation 
from Matamoras into Texas The time had 
now come. ‘Texas immediately declared for 
“war, separation, and independence” A com- 
mittea of safety was formed, which issued ‘its 
proclamation for decisive action, and 700 men 
marched ta attack the Mexicans at San Antos 
mo. On the 20th of September, 200 Mexican 
cavalry were repulsed by [8 men and on the 
28th, the first blow was struck at Gonzales 
by the colomsts. Now, then, the Rubicon 
was passed, The Mexican brig of wa: Corro 
was taken, the enemy again worsted; and 
October 3d, Santa Anna issued his mandate 
for the coercion of Texas On the 9th Goliad 
was stormed and taken—here Milam, who 
had just escaped from a Mexican dungeon, 
distinguished himself ın such a manner as to 
be called the “Bayard of Texas” The Mex- 
icans were likewise defeated at the battle of 
Conception (called the grass fight) ua well as 
at Lapanticlan. É 

Tho Texas Convention, held at San, Felipe 
da Austin, issued, Novembér 3d, its “solemn 
decfaration” of separation and mdependence 
Henry Smith was elected Governor, Houston 
Major Geneial—he succeeded Austin, who

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El Dorado, ‘ 

The story of this prodigious humbug, which: 
flourished eighty years ago, may not be um 
interesting to many of our readers, or map- 
propriate to the enthusiasm ot the present 
time. The annexed account of a fabled coun- 
try, profuse in gold and silyer, in quest of 
which, legions of adventurers—knights of 
empty purses and still emptier pates—set out, 
equipped with maplements of, conquest, to 
respectably acquire both gold and glory, must 
be dist: milar, though, to the tale to be told ın 
years to come of the marvellons doings.of this 
day's generation. ¢ Perhaps it will appear, 
done in this style Once upon a time, with 
“pickaxe and spade,” junk bottle and wooden 
bowl, “not as the conqueror comes’—but this 
will do; we will let the historian tell his own 
story. We copy the following from an East- 
ern exchange: í 


When the zeal for travels, conquests, and 
discoveries in America, first began to develop 
itself among the Spaniards and other nations 
of Europe, those who thirsted for adventure 
and aggrandizement were not content with 
the uctual wonders of the New World, hut 
they taxed their imaginations for the creation 
of realms in which the splendors of fairy land 
Were surpassed Various circumstances con- 
tributed to add authority and influence to 
these fables Tha tale, that 18 oftentimes 
repedted, 18 generMlly regarded as true, partic. 
ularly when the narrators are skillful, and have 
weighty reasons for disguising the truth — 
These were not wanting with iegard to the 
fable of El Dorado, or the Golden Region 
It was beheved, currently, that somewhere 
in Guiana, there existed a kingdom, the wealth 
of which surpassed that of any known region 
on the face of the globe, Along the whole 
coast of the Spanish Main, it was believed 
that in the interior of the country, there exis- 
ted a land whose importance and riches it was 
impossible to exaggerate, These rumors are 
said to have had reference to the kingdom of 
Bogota and Tunja, now New. Grenada> What 
was rather singular with regard to El Dorado, 
was, that the nearer adventurers approached 
to it, the farther off it appeared to be. The 
Peruvians had accounts of its existence in the 
Nuevo Reyno; the adventurers of that coun- 
try believed that it existed in Peru. In fact, 
it appeared Jike the blessed isle of Indian 
song, which actually fled from the footsteps of 
pursuers 

Imagination, however, soon supplied the 
proper data. Tired of profitless wanderings, 
the gold hunters fixed upon a cortain region 
(in Guiana) as the locality of the kingdom of 
El Dorado. Nor was it a very difficult mat- 
ter tọ make maps of the country, to crowd it 
with lakeg and rivers, to refine its inhabitants, 
to perfect its arts, and to brighten its splendor. 
The story ran thus, After tho fall of the In- 
cas, a younger brother of Atabalipa, collecting 
what treasures he could lay his hands upon, 
fled to an inland country, and founded u mag- 
nificent empire. This potentate was indiffers 
ently styled the Great Paytiti, the Great 
Moxo, the Enim or Great Paru. From in- 
terested motives, men of intelligence and repu- 
tation scrupled not to confirm the tales of this 
empire, and lend the sanction of their names 
to the most absurd aud puerile fictions. Thus 
Sir Walter Raleigh, aware of the important 
results of colonizing Guiana, lured adventurezs 
onward, by displaying before ‘them, the most 
enticing pictures of the Gilded Monarch and 
dıs realm. He even did not hesitate to attempt 
to pass upon Queen Elizabeth as facts, the 
monstrous fables, which his heated mind was 
alone capable of receiving. 

An unblushing impostor asserted that he 
had himself been in Manoa, the capital of the 
imaginary kingdom, and that in the streets of 
silvorsmiths, no fewer than three thousand 
workmen were employed This traveller 
was very minute in his details, and produced 
a map which he had projected, and whiclr was 
marked with the situation of a hail of gold, 
one of silver, and one of salt, The gorgeous 
palace of the emperor was held on high by 
magnificent and symmetrical pillars of por- 
phyry and alabaster, and encircled by galleries 
which were formed of ebony and cedar, curi- 
ously wrought At about the period of Ra- 
leigh's first expedition, it was believed at 
Paraguay, that the court of the great Moxo 
had been actually discovered and visited. At 
this time the description of the interior varied 
a little from that which we have just given 
above. A vast lake of exquisite transparency 
and softness reflected the palacé, which was 
built upon an island in its centre. The ma- 
terial of the edifice was snow-white marble of 
a peculiar brilliancy. Two towers guarded 
the entrance, standin

twenty five feet, and bore upon its capital an 
immense silver moon, while two living hons 
were attached by massy chains of solid gold 
to its pedestal. These animals, hke the dras 
gons of a fatry tale, defended the entiance to 
a place which outshone the realms of fary. 
We know not whether an acquaintance ‘with 
magic Was cgay to quet the vigilance ot 
these wild guards, or whether they were well 
bred creatures, disposed to make allowances 
for the ‘curiosity of visitors, and permit them 
an easy entregige into the palace of El Dorado. 
Bo that’as 1t Way, having passed those guards, 


to al Ra ihe where yon could 
not fail to i t n 
and shade ô eighty eh hael genas 
coolness and musical murmur of a silver Bibs 
tain, which gushed and gleamed through’ four 
golden pipes. A small copper gate, the bolt 
of which shot into a massy rock, hid the inte- 
rior of the palace, This passed, the splendor 
of the internal arrangements dazzled and de- 
hghted. A vast altar, formed of solid silver, 
suppoited an immense golden sun, before 
which, four lemps were kept’ perpetually 
burnin l 

The lord of this magnificence was called 
E! Dorado, literally, The Gilded, from the 
savage splendor of his costume, his naked 
body being daily annointed with costly gum, 
and then heaped with gold dust, until he pre- 
sented the appearance of a golden statue — 
“But,” Oviedo sagely remarks, “as this kind 
of garment would be dneasy to him while he 
slept, the prince washes himself every eyen- 
ing, and 1s gilded anew 1n the morning, which 
proves that the empire of El Dorado 18 infi- 
nitely rich ın mines.” This fable had its 
origin in the pecuhar rites introduced by the 
worship of Bochica, as the high priest of this 
sect was accustomed every morning, tò anoint 
hia hands and face with grease, and then 
heap them with gold dust. Another custom, 
spoken of by Humbolt, may have given rise 
to the fable of the gilt man. This diatin~ 
guished traveller says, that m the wilder parts 
of Guiana, where painting the body is used 
instead of the practice of tatooing, the Indians 
smear their bodies with the fat of turtles,,and 
then cover them with pteces of mica of a me- 
talic lustre, brilliantly whate as silver, and red 
as copper, so that they appear robed in a gar- 
ment, covered with gold and silver embrom 
dery, when seen at a distance, 

Although productive of much mischief, the 
expeditions undertaken in the hope of discov- 
ing El Dorado did considerable service'to the 
cause of science; and thus, by the agency 
of fiction, many important truths were brought 
to light. We shall speak of the different 
expeditions fitted dut in search of Æl Dorado, 
the last.of which, merędible as it may seem, 
was seton foot as lately as the year 1775, 
From this we may judge how firm was the 
behiefin the existence of this fairy land, The 
earliest enterprise of this nature attempted 
to reach the realm of Great Moxo, somes 
where in the direction of the eastern back of 
the Andes of New Grenada. The captains, 
Anasco and Ampudia, were despatched by 
Sebastian de Belalcazar, in 1535, to discover 
the valley of Dorado, in* consequence of the 
flaming descriptions which an Indian of Ta~ 
cumga had given of the riches and splendor 
of the Zaque, or the king of Cundinamarca. 
Diaz de Pineda, (in 1536) gavo rise to the 
idea that there were, to the eastward of the 
Nevados of Tunguragua, Cayambe and Po: 
payan, immense plains where the precious 
metels were foundin abundance, and where 
gold, in patticular, was so plentiful, that the 
inhabitants convertéd massy plates of ‘it into 
armour, d 

In 1539, Gonzalo Pizarro, inflamed by the 
account of these treasures, set forth in search 
of them, and by chance, made the discovery 
of the American cinnamon trees. Francisco 
de Orellana sét forth to reach the river of 
Amazons by the Napo, Expeditions were 
fitted out simultaneously from Venezula, New 
Grenada, Quito, Pera, Brazil, and the Rio 
dela Plata, having for their sole object the 
conquest‘of Dorado, The incursions to the 
south of Guaviate, the Rio Fragua. and the 
Caqueta, were declared to have ‘procured 
proof, not only of the existence of tho city 
of El Dorado, but of the immense wealth of 
the Manoas, the Omaguas, and the Guaype 
We discover proofy of accurate know edge 
and careful research in the narratives of the 
voyages of Orellana, George von Specier, 
Hernan, Perez de Quesada, and Philip von 
BHuten, undertaken jn 1536, 1542, and 1545, 
although there 18 no lack of exaggeration and 
fable hkewise. Those who gought the town 
of the Gilded Monarch, directed their steps to 
two points situated on the northeast and 
southwest of the Rio Negro, viz: to Parima, 
the early zbode of the Manoas, who dwelt 
upon the banks of the Jurubesh.
